| CRUSADE BEGUN BY CLUB. 


Protest galas Filth , Will Be 
' Made in the Interest of the 
Public Health, Now — 
Menaced., 


Although soap costs only from $6 to $7 a 
barrel, and although water can be purchased 
at the rate of 10 cents for each 1,000 gallons, 
with a prospect of a further reduction to 7 
cents, the cars of the Union Traction com- 
pany of Chicago are the filthiest of any street 
car line inthe world Inonly-a minor degree 
are the City railway’s cars less filthy. ; 

A little energetic acrubbing each morning, 
with an qgpense for soap and water not to 
exceed $14.50 for all, would considera- 
bie erence im the appearance of the now 
unwashed traction cars, the malodorous and 
insanitary condition of which would not be 
tolerated in any other city in a civilized land. 

Yet the Indifferent attitude of the man- 
agers of the systems ignores this economical 
possibility, and the dirtand grime grow deep- 
er and thicker on the inside and the outside 
of the cars. 


Floors Covered with Dirt. 

There are discerned a few symptoms that 
public sentiment is soon to become aroused 
against the unclean cars, yet their floors are 
still covered with mud on muddy days and 
dry dirt on dry days.. They are seldom 
swept, and apparently never scrubbed. The 
spaces under the seats are littered with all 
sorts of refuse, unsightly and germ infested. 
The windows are washed occasionally, but 
otherwise the cars are wholly neglected 
when it comes to cleaning time. 

Headlights are sa coated with filth that 


60 per cent. 

Ventilators are crusted with the dirt ac-. 
cumulation of weeks. When one tnadver- 
tently ie opened by a conductor a shower of 
dust fills that portion of the car under it. 

In the early days it is said to have been 
customary to hold conductors responsible for 
the cleanliness of their cars. They were ex- 
pected to sweep them out after a day’s run. 
There is no such requirement now. Theo- 
retically the cars are expected to be cleaned 
at night at the barns. Ase a matter of fact 
they seldom, if ever, are. Occasionally a 
man with a broom makes a pretense of stir- 
ring up the dirt in them before they go out In 
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the morning. If: the floors are swept at any 


other time it is by the skirts of women’s

Crusade to Be Started by Club. 

The Progressive Health club yestervay an- 
nounced, through its president, Mrs. O. W.- 
Dean, that it proposed to Inaugurate a cru- 
sade for cleaner, more sanitary cars. At its 
next meeting, on Nov. 19, it will take up the 
subject of filthy cars for an extended discus- 
sion. This will be followed by the passage of 
resolutions condemning the traction com- 
panies. 

A committee will be appointed to call on 
Mayor Dunne and see if something cannot be 
done to arouse the traction companies to a 
sense of their delinquency. If the committee 
gete no satisfaction from the mayor it will 
call on the gemeral managers of the Union 
Traction and the Chicago City railway. 

“ The cara,”’ said Mrs. Dean last night at 
residence, 8376 Oakley boulevard, “ appear 
o be more filthy this year than ever before. 
It is due to the fact that the people have 
made no complaint... They are long suffering 
and seemingly resigned. Some organization 
must take the initiative in the matter, and, 
though it is not pleasant work, that is what 
the club. is organized for. 

“ The cars on the West Harrison streef line, 
which I use when I cannot go by the ele- 
vated, are stuffy, badly ventilated, and never 
are cleaned, judging from all appearances. 
The floore are something dreadful. The anti- 
spitting ordinance, which the Progressive 
Health clgb succeeded in having enforced a 
couple of years ago, seems to be forgotten on 
the street car lines. 


Car Too Dirty to Ride In. 

“ Recently one cold Sunday morning at 8 
o’clock the Harrison street car in which I 
was riding was so filthy that I was obliged 
to remain om the platform, cold though it 
was. I simply could not stand the nauseat- 
ing atmosphere in the car and the Uirty floor. 
I asked the conductor why the car had not 
been cleaned. He said the company had not 
got around to it, amd when I complained 
again gave me some flippant anewer. 

‘“‘T have riddem in Cottage Grove avenue 
ears recently that were nearly ase bad. I 
don’t think I ever saw a clean street car in 
Chicago, though they are common enough 
in other cities. A woman can/t wear any- 
thing decent in the way of clothes in the 
cars. Perhaps if the traction companies had 
a woman at the head of thelr ‘ housecleam- 
ing’ department we would see a difference.”’ 

It is probable the action of the Progressive 
Health club will be followed by similar move- 
ments on the part of other civic organiza- 
tions. Mra, Dean expressed that hope and 
said the club, once it had started the matter, 
would not turn back. 


Union Traction Cars Bad. 

An investigation made by Tus TRIsUNEs 
yesterday disclosed that out of seventeen 
Union Traction cars inspected at random only 
one, under the most favorable construction 
of the word, could be called even approxi- 
mately clean an@ sanitary. That one wasa 
comparatively new vehicle. It looked as if 


All of the others were unfit for the use of 
human beings. Not one gave any indication 
of the cleansing effect of soap and water, anc 
yet a barre! of soap would be sufficient to 
thoroughly clean several hundred cars. 

Tt ie not the filth alone that is objectionable. 
The cars are so unclean that women are re- 
luctant to wear in them clothing about which 
they are particular, but the fact that public 
health is actually endangered was made 
known by the city health department. 


Public Soon to Make Demands. 

Secretary Pritchard said that the time soon 
would come when the public would demand 
the clean, disinfected cars that other cities 
required. Dr. J. F. Biehn of the health 
department said clean cars would leasen 
greatly the danger from contagious and in- 
fectious diseases. 

“ There is no question,” said he, “that the | 
unclean cars, filled .with gertns of distase,. 
are largely ‘responsible for the dissemination

Go to Another Grand Jury. 


STATE’S ATTORNEY AT WORK 


Questions Stensland and Hering About 
-* Steel Ball Loans. 


A new gtand jury investigation in the 
Milwaukee Avenue State bank case is a 
strong possibility.’ . 

Paul O. Stensland, who was the president, 
and Henry, W. Hering, who was eashier of 
the wrecked institution, were closely ques- 
tioned yesttrday by State’s Attorney Mealy 
regarding the Steel Ball company, and the 
case of Walter Frantzen, the paying teller, 
who got away with $68,000 of the bank’s 
funds. They were in the private office of 
Mr. Healy for an extended conference in the 
morning. 

1 The grand jury will meet tomorrow and 
there is a strong probability that Stensiand 
and Hering will go before that body and 
reiterate what they told the state’s attorney. 

The tactica résorted to by the officials of 
the Steel Ball company in obtaining money 
from Stenstand for carrying on the business 
were related. in detail to Mr. Healy. The 
sword of Damocles that was hung over the 
head of the Norwegian banker was exposure, 
@ run on his bank, and ruin. He sent good 
money after bad. 

Loans Under Threat of Loss. 

Stensland was given to understand that if 
he did not continue to hand over money to 
run the business of the factory he would lose 
all the money that had gone before—that the 
Steel Ball company would fail if his support 
were withdrawn, and the whoje status of the 
financial proceeding would be disclosed to the 
irreparable injury of the Milwaukee Avenue 
State bank, 

Whether this can be construed into obtain- 
ing. money by threats is a question for the 
state's attorney and the grand jury to decide. 
That it will be decided this week is reasonably 
certain.

The genuineness of notes of the face value 
of over $180,000 given by the concern to the 
bank for borrowed money and overdrafts is 
another m@tter that has been occupying the 
attention of the state’s attorney and his hand- 
writing experts. Stensland says he does not 
know whether any of these notes were spu- 
rious. He went into considerable detail asto 
the manner in which they were given to him 
in exchange for the bank's cash. 


Hit by Disuse of Bicycle. 

The disuse of the bicycle was the primary 
reason for the straits in which the Steel Ball 
company found itself several years before 
the failure of the bank. When the concern 
was in the climax of its prosperity. with all 
the orders it could fill and alluring prospects, 
its president, Mr. Tilden, went to Paul ©. 
Stensiand to rent a building owned by the 
bank. ‘The corporation rebuilt the building, 
made other improvements, and gave the 
bank a mortgage for $11,000, which subse- 
quently was reduced to $5,000. 

From that time on the Steel Ball company 
was an incubus. Each of the three officers 
borrowed $10,000 and put up their stock in 
the company as collateral. Then there was 
@ fourth Joan. of $10,000 for the company. It 
was represented to Stensland that the con- 
cern soon would be making millions of dol- 
lars, that it had patent rights In England 
that were worth an Incakulable sum. A 
cable message from London was shown to 
thé banker in support of this last claim, 
and it looked wonderfully good, Stensland

. Overdraws Its Account. 

The Steel Bal company began to overdraw 
its account three years ago, and to satisfy 
the directors of the bank it gave as many 
as fifty or sixty noteeat one time or another 4 
representing a total, apparently; of $180,000. 
Stensland felt uncertain about these notes. 
He could not find the names of the makers 


in any mercantile agency’s reports, but his 
fears were quieted by Tilden and Graham 


and Hill, who told him-that the notes were 
given ‘“ by private parties-”’ 

This is the period when: Steneland, who 
under other circumstances would have re~ 
fused to trust longer what appeared to be a 
sinking ship, was infldenced by such afgu- 
ments as these: 

** You must help us to carry on the business. 
If your support is withdrawn we cannot fill 
our orders. We shall be obliged to shut up 
shop. You will lose the $180,000 that we owe. 
You can close us up, but who will suffer the 
most, your bank or we. -Our crash will not 
help the Milwaukee Avenue State bank.” 


Total Debt $205,000 or $260,000. 

These arguments always- were effective un- 
til at the time of the failure the Steel Ball 
company owed the bank $205,000, according 
to Stensland’s figures and $260,000 according 
to the figures of the receiver. Stensland’s ex- 
planation ie that nearly $60,000 of the larger 
sum consists of mortgages placed with the 
bank ae collateral security. 

Mr. Tilden,-who lives at the Chicago Beach 
hotel, would not discuss the matter at all 
last night. 

‘“T am in a peculiar position,” said he, 
‘and prefer not to talk.” 

He referred all inquirers to his itiehes, 
Moritz Rosenthal, whois out of the city. 


VESUVIUS GIVES NEW SCARE. 


Volcano District Strangely Shaken and 
Crater Belches Forth Ashes—Not an 
Eruption, Matteucci Says. 


NAPLES, Nov. 10.—Mount Vesuvius and 
the surrounding villages were shaken up to- 
day by a kind of earthquake which was ac- 
companied by detonations and followed by a 
considerable fall of ashes, especially over 
Ottajano, destroyed during the eruption of 
last April and now in course of reconstruc- 
tion. The phenomenon caused great alarm, 
Investigation showed that part of the crater 
of the volcano had fallen in. 

Prof. Matteucci, director of the Royal ob- 
gervatory on Mount Vesuvius, in an inter- 
view on the disturbance, said: 

“T do not believe this is a new, eruption, as 
all the phenomena preceding such armevent 
are lacking. I think the rain of asnes was 
caused by the slipping down of the superior 
lip of the crater, and that the earth trem- 
blings were due to water from the recent 
heavy rains having reached the fire sone in- 
side the volcano, producing an internal ex- 


plosion.”

Several Conferences Held.

Jegalized, but, simultaneousty, 
ehould be provided that rates made by heen 
shall. become effective only when indorsed 
by the commission. 


Thousands of Rate Changes. 

The freight and passenger associnjions 
make many thousands of’ rate changes in the 
course of a year. .A great majority’ excite 
no protests from shippers, and would, there- 
fore, under the proposed system, be indorsed 
by the commission arid be allowed to go into 
effect immediately.on being filed. 

It happens in many inetances, however, 
that shipping interests protest against rate 
‘readjustments Shippers complain that on 
stich . occasions they have to present their 
claims to. the traffic associationg whose 
members are interested parties, and, there- 
fore, are not qualified, even if disposed, to 
give them a fair and impartial hearing. If 
the legislation ,the president proposes were 
enacted and the associations adopted rates 
which shippers opposed, shippers could ap- 
peal to the comfnission not to confirm the 
rates until both sides had been heard, and if 
the cognmission found the proposed sched- 
ules unfair it could reject them. 


Railway Men Fear Prosecution. 

While the proposed legislation would great- 
ly reduce the associations’ power by bringing 
them under the direct supervision of the com- 
mission, it woulkd be.welcome to their officers 
and the railroads for one reason. They have 
lived in constant fear for years of prosecution 
by the federal department of justice for vio- 
lating the anti-trust law, 

There has been complaint by both shippers 
and railways that the -present -interstate 
commerce comission is composed of “ six 
lawyers and an agitator ’’—the last named 
being one. of.the new members, E. E. Clark. 
Should the membership of the commission be 
increased shippers will. make an effort to 
get on the board a practical traffic man— 
probably some man now serving as traffic 
manager for onde of the big industrial con- 
cerns. The railroads probably will , also try 
to get representation through the ‘appoint- 
ment of some railway traffic man.

New Schedule for All. 


The roads probably will put the new wage 
schedule into effect for all of the. 45,000 
switchmen in the United States. This was in- 
timated to be the plan by an official who at- 
tended the conferences In Chicago. To each 
switchman the increase means $2.40 more a 


week, or approximately $125 morgannually.: 


The advance is the largest. granfed by the 
railroads to any class of employés during the 
last twenty years. It amounts to aut 12 
per cent, or 2 per cent more than’has been 
given the employés of several eastern rail- 
roads recently. 

Grand Master Morrissey left later for Kan- 
sas City, where a big conference of train 
service employés will open tomorrow morn- 
ing. Represented at the meeting will be ralil- 
road conductors, brakemen, flagmen, and 
practically every man empioyed in the opera- 
tion of trains with the exception of engineers 
and firemen. It is the plan of the trainmen to 
follow up the success of the switchmen with 
a general demand on the companies for high- 
er wages. If the other classes of employés 
are as successful as the switchmen have been 
it is estimated that the expenses of the rail- 
roads will have been increased by more than 
$100,000,000 annually. 

Gompers to Urge Political Work. 

Organised labor probably* will be urged to 

continue its fight in the political field by 
President Samuel Gompers in his annual ad- 
dress before the American Federation of 
Labor convention, which opens tomorrow at 
Minneapolis. Mr. Gompers arrived in Chi- 
cago on his way to the national labor meet- 
ing and spent several hours preparing his 
réport. 
“I shall make labor’s first political battle 
an important part of my report.”’ Mr. Gom- 
pers-said. “ What my recommendations for 
the future will be I am not prepared to say 
at present.’’. 

Mr.-Gompers’ friends said his message wi!l 
be optimistic, despite the reversals experi- 
enced in the campaign against congressmen. 

Anothér important matter which will come 
before the Minneapolis convention is the 
question of granting a charter to the new 
Postoffice Clerks’ union, organized recently 
in Chicago. A delegation of clerks from the 
Chicago postoffice will appear this morning 
before a meeting of the national executive 
council of the federation to urge favorabie 


action. 


ERIE NEGOTIATIONS HALTED. 


. Delegation of Firemen Leaves New 
‘York to. Lay ‘Question of Yield- 
ing to Men. 


New York, Nov. 10.—[Special.]—A delega- 
tion of Erie firemen which hae been confer- 
ring with the heads of the company went 
home tonight, and the question as to whether 
or not the men shall yield is to be submitted 
to all the men om the system.

Osgood Simons, pastor of the Church of the 
Unity, ¢eaides.. ' He has been at her home can 
for two months and finally 
it necessary for him to be removed to a sani- 
tarlum, The name or location of the health 
resort has not been given to his friends. 


‘Reputation Is World Wide. 


Dr. Savage Is 65 years old and held the 
pastorate of the New York church for.many 
years. He became ome as the most force- 
ful Unitarian minister in the country end his 
reputation extended abroad. 

- As head of his large chureh ‘his labors were 
heavy and a year ago his physicians advised 
him that, tired in body and mind, he neededa 
rest. He would not listen to their advice, 
but Jast April he found that he could no 
longer stand the strain’ of his work and he 
revigned. ‘ 

He sought rest for his tired nerves in Cali- 
fornia, where in earlier years he had held 
partorates as an orthodox minister. _ He re- 
mained there several weeks, but did not seem 
to be benefited. He then came to Cleveland. 


Hope of Recovery Dashed. | 
At the home of his daughter he was 


ed by his large circle of admirers here, and 


although he was somewhat bent with years 
and fee strain of his work he seemed to be 
in excellent spirits and in a fair way to re- 
cover. Im the first two weeks of his visit 
he preached from his son-in-lew’s pulpit and 
also delivered a stirring address at a meet- 
ing of ministers. This latter was remarked 
upon as a most forceful address, and there 
was no indication of the mental breakdown 
which came hater. 

A few weeks ago the fact that he was fail- 
ing mentally became apparent. to his. daugh- 
ter and his clese friends, and he kept to his 
Caughter’s house.. Only close pe were 
admitted’ to see him. 


Mind Has Wandered. | 


His mind wandered and he became sub- 
ject to fits of melancholia. is condition 
rapidly berame worse and ph sically, too, 
the signs of a breakdown were so apparent. 

After a consultation of physicians it 
decided to send, Dr. Savage. to a. sanitarium 
in the suburbs of Cleveland. None of his 
friends was apprised of the step that was to 
be taken and the announcement yesterday 
that hé had been taken away came asa big 
surprise. 

‘“*We hope- for. his recovery,” said the Rev. 
Minot Simons today. “ but his condition is 
indeed serious. | 
and his mind is given to wandering. They 
say they may be able to puil him through 
safely.” 

Dr. Savage is 65 years old. He started 
ag a Congregationalist, but In a few years 
joined the Unitarian-church, becoming pas- 
tor of a churth of that: denomination in 
Chicago in 1878, In 1874 he went to the 
Church of the Unity; in. Boston, where he 
was pastor until 1896. .In that time he became 
widely known. In 18986 he aecepted:the call 
to the Churchyof the Messiah, in this city. 

‘Of late years Dr. Savage had become much 
interested in the study of supernormal phe- 
nomena and in the theories of Flammarion 
and other spiritualists., Many of his congre- 
gation. were not in accord with him regarding 
these doctrines, but the harmonious nature 
of his relations with them was not disturbed,

Before the interested gathering of women 
from the south side and north shore “‘ appli- 
cant No. 1” further disclosed his. family 
history:

Comfort Provided for Waifs: 


There are clean beds and proper home sur- 
roundings for twenty-five such boys as ‘‘ Ap- 
plicant No. 1” at the new home, The home 
formerly was the residence of Mrs. Hedges, 
widow of a west side manufacturer... It has 
a large lawn and is hext door to the Hamline 
school. Its twenty rooms have been fur- 
nished by Mrs. Allport and her friends... Mrs. 
Mary A. Williams, the matron, is a personal 
friend of Miss Mary McDowell, head resident 
of the University settlement, and for eighteen 
years had been head of a boys’ home in 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 

“The boy shelter plan was started a year 
ago, when we rented some rooms in a flat at 
Twentieth and State streets for a number of 
homeless boys who were found sleeping in 
an abandoned coaished,’’ said Mrs. Allport, 
radiant with smiles over the success of the 
undertaking and the kindly interest shown 
by the many women present, in spite ofthe 
dismal weather.

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RS UNION TOFIGHT. 


DECIDES TO DEFEND DUNNE’S RE- 
FORM BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


, Will Held Public Meetings Through- 


out the City at Which Trustees De 
Bey, Post, Mills, Robins, Kuflewski, 
and Others Will Speak—Miss Haley 
and Miss Goggin Admitted ag Mem- 
bers of the Federation Whose Cause 
They Have Championed So Long. 


The Chicago teachers’ union yesterday de- 
cided to come out in the open and make a 
vigorous fight in defense of Mayor Dunne’s 
reform school board and the polities for 
which it standa. Realizing that the public 
now knows Mayor Dunne’s appointments 
practically were dictated by Margaret Ha- 
ley, business agent of the teachers’ union, 
the unionized teachers fee! themselves duty 
bound to come to the rescue of the board. 

It was at the adjourned annual meeting of 
the federation held in the Masonic temple 
yesterday forenoon that the federation de- 
cided to take the stump. 

The federation empowered the board of 
managers, headed by the preeident, Mrs. Ida 
L. M. Furesman, to hold public meetings in 
ali parts of the city for the purpose of prt- 
ting the Dunne school board in the “ right 
light before the public.” Among the speak- 
ers who have been mentioned are Louis F. 
Post, Wiley W. Mills, Raymond Robins, 
Cornelia B. De Bey, Wiadyelaw A. Kuflew- 
ski, Mies Catharine Goggin; Mise Haley, H. 
M. Ashton, and Daniel L. Cruice. ' 

To defray the expenses of this campaign 
the dues of the federation were increased 
from $2 to $3. The additional dollar is pay- 
able March 1. 

Miss Haley and Miss Goggin Admitted 

Miss Haley and Miss Goggin were elected 
members of the teachers’ federation at the 
forenoor meeting. Their election revealed 
the fact that neither of them had been a 
member of the federation for several years, 
although they have led that organization in 
all of ite. fights and have appeared as repre- 
gentatives of the teachers at hundreds of 
public meetings. ORs, 

The amendment adopted by the federation 
which made them eligible to membership fol- 
lows: 

Any teacher who is out of school at the re- 
quest of the federation shall be eligible to mem- 
bersiip, even though her absence from the teach- 
ing service be of so long a period as to render 
her certificate invalid. 

The teachers’ certificates held by Miss 
Haley and Miss Goggin were invalidated au- 
tomatically long ago through the operation of 
the three year rule of the school board. 

It became known during the day that at the 
special meeting of the school management 
committee called for tomorrow night to 
consider the Post report an effort will be made 
to amend the report soas to give teachers the 
right to take a year’s leave of absence with. 
full.pay for the purpose of studying. Thies 
plan was advocated by Prof. James H. Tufts 
at the “town meeting ’’ held two weeks ago 
in Fullerton hall, and Prof. Tufts has been re- 
quested to outline the plan at the meeting of 
the committee tomorrow night. 

Pastor Qualifies His Charge. 

The Rev. B. E. Bergesen, pastor of S8t. 
John's Norwegian Evangelical Lutheran 
church, sald yesterday he had only heard 
that certain school teachers had attempted to 
influence puplis toward Christian Science and 
was not prepared to make specific charges 
against any teacher.

“The Ottawa colony, established several 
years ago by the Illinots State Medical society 
to solve the problem of treating consumption, 
has proved that the disease can be cured by 
the opem air method. Climatic conditions 
are unimportant and drugs are useless. Life 
under simple and primitive conditions is the 
most practica! and economical systerm."’ 

Dr. Pettit iHustrated his Giscourse with 
‘liustrations of the Ottawa camp and pa- 
tients who have been cured by the open air

Parkes, editor of the Quarterly, the organ . 
of the nurses’ association, “is protection 
from imposition by untrained, partially 
trained, and poorly trained nurses for peo- 
ple who wish to place their sick and wounded 
only in the hands of nurses who have grad- 
uated from schools of recognized worth. 

“We have had opposition—lots of it. It 
has come from three sources: small hospi- 
tals, where nurses are supposed to be trained, 
but where ip reality women of al! classes aré 
employed in order to reduce expenses; from 
a body of Lutheran clergymen, whose oppo- 
sition we .have not been able clearly to 
understand, and. chiefly from a large 
number of correspondence schools which 
claim to make nurses by correspondence, 
and which are turning out women who are 
Gaily bringing the profession of nursing 
into disrepute.’’ 

The bill presented at the last sessionof the 
legislature proposed a state board of ex- 
aminers of registered nurses for the exam- 
ining, qualification, registering, and Hrens- 
ing of nursés and the regulation of: iinsti- 
tutions which graduate or confer degrees on 
nurses, 


Bill Proposed Graduate Board. 

The proposed board was to consist of 
five nurses inted by the governor, each 
of whom had been graduated for a period of 
at least, five years from a reputable training 
school, and two of whom had had at least 
two years’ experience in educational work 
among nurees. Its duties were to be to con- 
duct examinations of applicants for licenses 
and to establish a uniform standard of re- 
quirement for training schools. ‘ 

The minimum requirement of the board 
was to be that the applicant be over 23 years 
of age, of good moral character, and a grad- 
uate of a reputable training school con- 
nected with a general hospital. Special len- 
lency in requirement was to be shown by the 
board during the first two years after the 
act went into operation. 

The bill to be presented at the next session 
of the legislature will follow, in general, 
these lines, as letters indorsing the bil! as 
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will probably be made the 
s requirements.

‘engineers employed by the city of JoMet for 
the purpose of investigating the work. 

When the matter was called to his attem- 
tion, Isham ‘Randolph, chief engineer of the 
sanitary district, said: 

“ The expert engineers have discovered 
nothing which we did not know. There are 

a few defects in the walls of the channel at 
the controlling works. Théy consist prin- 
cipally of frost killed concrete, which we are 
taking out afid replacing as fast as we can. 
The concrete was frost killed in the extreme 
cold weather of last winger. 

“The repairs will cost us $5,000 or $6,000, 
and we are pushing the work as rapidly as 
possible. We are taking ho notice whatever 
of the report.”’ 

The ‘engineers who signed the report are 
Ea@ward P. North of New York, Walter P. 
Rice of Cleveland, and Desmond Fitagerald 
of Boston. Officials of the city of Joliet 
authorized the investigation in. order to ob- 
tain evidence for court proceedings, if neces- 
sary, for the protection of Mfe and property. 


BIG COAL DOCKS CONSUMED. 


Fire Causes. $957,000 Loss for Lehigh 
Valley Company at One Hundredth 
Street and the Calumet River. 


Fire yesterday morning destroyed the docks 
of the Lehigh Valley Coal company at One 
Hundredth street and Commercial avenue, 
South Chicago, covering two square blocks. 
The loss is estimated at $957,000. 

The building in which ‘the’ fire started 
was used as a storehouse for coal. More 
than 50,000 tons of coal were stored in it. 
East of the coal storehouse, directly across 
the Calumet river, are tWo four story builld- 
ings in which the machinery for hoisting 
coai from boats to the coal bing is manu- 
factured and kept in repair. The flames 
spread to one of these buildings and the 
structure and contents were damaged ‘\o 
the extent of about $200,000. 

The fire threatened, for a time to spread 
to two vessels moored in the Calumet river. 
These were the steamers Peter A. Widener 
and the Manitou. Sparks from the burning 
building fell on the boats, but were extin- 
guished by men employed on the vessels, 

The police had difficulty in preventing the 
thousands of spectators who lined along 
the docks to view the fire from crowding on 
to the steamers. 

The large grain elevator of W. H. Merritt 
& Co. on the river benk at Ninety-eighth 
street was threatened by the flame for a 
time. The plant of the Chicago Ship Build- 


ing company on the east bank of the river 
also was endangered, but several companies’ 


of firemen kept constant streams of water

The Illini nad. carried the 
war within the cardinal lines, and the Badg- 
ers were forced to punt time and time again, 
without essaying an attack on the local line, 

The half was well night over, when Rog- 
ers, scurrying down the field on a punt by 
Clark, got his chance when Pettigrew failed 
to catch the oval, which bounded to the 
ground, The carmine garbed warrior, 
searcely stopping in his gait, bent over, 
snatched the ball, and made like mad for the 


local goal, while Clark and others of his |

Illini Fight Desperately. 

Aghast at the touchdown, the Illinois fought 
desperately, but the Badgers were hard jo 
buck and their ends effectively stopped plays 
directed at them. The half ended with the 
Badgers delirious with delight, but chary of 
the outcome, while the Illini were determined 
to turn the tables in the second half. 

The second half, however, except fora brief 
Interval when Hodge carried the oval across 
the cardinal goa] amid the wild cheers of the 
orange and blue partisans, was tame. But 
for Hodge's feat there Was nothing doing for 
the Illini, for the Badgers managed to keep 
the ball almost wholly in Illini territory.

that Curtis had broken his neck. 
His body 


ae if he had fadlen on his head. 
lay inert on the ground. 


Curtis Sent to Hospital. 

’ Trainer Fitzpatrick called ‘for a doctor; and 
Drs. Waldron, Darling, and Blair, among 
the speciators, responded. They found on 
short examination that Curtis’ leg was badly 
fractured. An ambulance was called and the 
captain taken to the hospital, while his team- 
mates went sobbing from the fleld. Lang- 
ley, who made the play that brought disaster 
to Michigan and hurt to Curtis, gave himself 
up to uncontrollable grief and had to be led 
from the griditon. 

The physicians said Curtis would be in the 
hospital three weeks. Their pronunciation 
was the announcement of Michigan’s doom 
in .the big game; for, not only was Curtis the 
bulwark of Michigan’s defense, but it is real- 
ized that about him Yost had built the Wol- 
verine attack for use on Pennsylvania. 

“ Indeed, I see no encouragement what- 
ever for us now,’ said Trainer Fitzpatrick. 
“ Every one knows what Curtis was 6o us. 
There is no need for me to atempt to tell 


‘what his loss means. I feel sorry for him. 


because he is not only suffering intense phys- 
icaf pain, but mental anguish as well, for he 
had his whole imterest centered on. leading 
Michigan to victory againet Pennsylvania.

New Trotting Rules. 


A congress of the American Trotting asso- 
ciation will be held in this city on Dec. 4, and 
the committee on revision of bylaws and ruies 
has recommended for adoption by the con- 
gress a large number of amendments to rules 
already in force, the following being the most 
important: 

Add to rule 6—** All entries must be paid for, but 
the terms can be fixed by the members, and must 
be pubjifshed in the conditions.’ 

Amend rule 13 so as to reac-** In all purses five 
or more entries are required, and three to start. un- 
less otherwise specified. An association ceviating 
from the above must specify how many entries and 
starters are required, and both condftions must be 
fulfilied or the race is off.’’ 

Rale 33—Add immediately after this rule a new 
rule, as follows: ‘“*‘ Owners who enter and start 
horses, ‘drivers, or riders who drive or ride, and 
all horses starting at meetings conducted by per- 
gohs under penalty by either the Nationai Trotting 
association or the American Trotting association 
shall, ‘by operation of the rules, be henceforth 
disqualified from the right to compete on grounds 
of members; which disqualification may be re- 
moved only by order of the boardof appeais, and 
upon payment’ dd -fifte 079100, 40 BH to this asso- 
ciation, the fine to apply to the horee or horses 
disqualified -regardiess of any change of owner- 
ship."’ 

Ruie O7—ACd Immediately after this rule a hew 
rule, as follows: ‘° Drivers or riders must provide 
and wear their own distinguishing colors and shal! 
not be allowed to start in @-race or other public 
performance um ess“ in the opinion of the judges, 
they are properly and neatly dressed.’ 

Rule 73—Adéd immediately after this rule a new 
rule, as follows: ‘‘ No horse ehall wear hoppies 
in a race uniess he starts in same in the first heat, 
and any. person found guilty of changing or alter- 
ing a herse’s hoppies for the purpose of fraud 
during a race shall be suspended or expelled.’ 

Rule 95—Add a new rule as follows: ‘* If for any 
other cause than being interfered with by another 
competitor a horse fails to finish inside the dis- 
tance after starting in a heat, that horse shal) be 
ruled out.”’ 

Rule ¥8—Add new rule, as follows: *‘ Unless other- 
wise exprersly stated in the published conditions, in 
all races ofimile heats, best two in three, the race 
shall not be continued after the end of the third 
heat; and in ail races of mile heats, best three 
in five, the race shall not be continued after the 
end of the fifth heat. In such cases the premiums 
shall be awarded in accordance with the positions 
in the summary at the close of the last heat. 
All races for 2 vear olds shall not. be over mile 
heats, two heats to constitute a race. In case of 
a tie for. any divigion of a purse or stake the money 
shall be equaily divided. Racing of yearlings 
shall not be permitted.”’ 

Rule 106--Amend to read: ‘*‘ In all heat ‘races 
at a mile over miie tracks, sixty yards shall be the 
distance, except when eight or more horees start fn 
a heat, then eighty -yards shal! be the distance. 
In all heats at a mile, over half mile tracks, eighty 
yards shail be the distance, except when six or 
more horses start in a heat, then 100 yards shall be 
the distance.’’ 

Rule 155—Insert new rule as follows: “A 
reguiar meeting is hereby construed 10 mean a 
meeting advertised in at least one newspaper pub- 
lished and circulated im the vicinity not less than 
one week before the commencement of sald meet- 
ing, and at which meeting less than two pubiic 
races actually take place on@ach Gay of the meet- 
ing. In this connection a public race is defined in 
rule 120, and said contest must be bona fide and 
the performance subject to all the rules of the 
American Trotting association governing public 
races or contests. Any officials cr members or 
jucges or timers who shall tolerate any divergence 
from the rules.of-the American Trotting assucia- 
tion ehall be fined each and every one not less than 
$100 of more than $500, or shall be suspended or 
expeiled as the case may warrant. A!! racés trot- 

ted or -paced for the purpose of giving horses race 
records 0 be governed strictly by the rulee of 
the A. T. A. im al! respects, and must be bona fide 
races or sontenea and any officials or members or 
judges or timers who shall tolerate any divergence 
from the-rules of the A. T. A. shal) be fined not jess 
than $10 nor more than $500 or shal! be suspended 
or expelled, as the case may warrant.’’ 

Rule 137—Amend to read: ‘* Entries to perform- 
ances against time must be made with the secre- 
tary not later tham 7 p. m. of the day before the 
performance, and must appear in the published 
program of the day.’’ 

Rule 154—Add after this rule a new rule as fol- 
lows: “ Whenever the penalty of suspension its 
prescribed in these rules, it shall be construed to 
mean an wneonditional exclusion and disqualifi- 
cation from amy participation, either directly or 
indirectiy, im the privilegés and uses of the course 
and grounds of a member during the progress of a 
race meeting.’’ 

Rule 157—Amend to read: *‘ Any member will- 
fully allowing the use of its track by an expelled 
man or horse, or who permits a suspended or dis- 
qualified man to ride or drive, or a suspended or 
disqualified horse to perform in a race, after notice 
from the secretary of the A. T. A., shell, together 
with tte president, secretary, and other officers, be 
subject to a fine not exceeding $500 for each of- 
fense. or suspension, or expu'sion."’ 

Rule 164—Add a new rule as follows: “ An ap- 
plication for removal or expulsion imposed for start~- 
ing a horse out of its class or under change of 
name, or both. shall not be docketed for a hearing 
by the board of appeals until all the unlawful wif- 
nings are returned for redistribution and record- 
ing fee for change of name paid."’ 

Rule 173—Add a new rule as follows: ** No horse

Hundreds of Makers in Britain, the 
Continent, and America Will Ex- 
hibit—More High Power to Be 
Shown than in Former Years-—U. §. 
Firm Enters Its Biggest Machine.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—The fifth interna- 

tional automobile exhibition of the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, which 
will open at the Olympia next Thursday, 
gives every promise of being an all around 
success. It will be under the patronage of 
King Edward and the prince of Wales. Be- 
sides the Automobile club will lend it hearty 


couperation. 

Practically all British manufacturers will 
exhibit théir 1907 modelé. In. addition the 
leading makers of Francé, Germany, Amer- 
ica, Belgium, Switzerland, and Italy will be 
represented. 

More than 150 differerit makes of cars will 
be shown, with upward of 300 firms exhibit- 
ing. 

It will be found when the show shall have 
eommenced that the chief feature is the in- 
érease in the number of makers who are 
showing six cylinder cars of high horse- 
power, so it is evident there is a demand for 
these cars, which are capable of a speed up 
to seventy miles an hour.

LONDON MEDICAL EXPERT TALES 
OF EXPERIMENTS. 


Dr. Edwin Ash, House Physician at 
Hospital, Says Fofce in Some Re 
spects Is Unknown Quantity Which 
Is Net Fally Understood—Ailments 
of Functional Order Ones Which 
Can Be Influenced by Strange Pow-~ 
er—Boy as Subject. 4

LONDON, Nov. 10.—The advantdges and 

dangers of hypnotism as @ means of treating 
disease formed the subject of a notable lecture 
accompanied by some remarkable expert- 
ments given before the Psycho-Therapeutic 
society by Dr. Edwin Ash, for some time 
demonstrator of physiology and house phyei- 
cian at St. Mary’s hospital. 

“Tn using hypnotism to cure disease,” said 
Dr. Ash, “.we at present are toying With s 
great force which we do not fully understand 
and ‘which we cannot entirely control. We 
certainly cannot control it sufficiently to gev~- 
ern the grosser forms of disease ard it is im- 
portant to remember that nothing can do 
more harm to psycho-therapeutic methods 
than that one case so treated which should 
have been treated by .surgicel ts 
go wrong. 

Masks Conscious Mind. 

“Disepses which generally can be influenced 
by hypnotism are of a functional order, and 
not those associated with organic changes. 
It can, I think, be proved that it is possible by 
mechanical means and suggestion without 


‘any personal influence, such as magnetism, to 


mask the conscious mind of the subject and 
bring out some underlying unconscious- 
ness.” 

To illustrate the points of his lecture he 
experimented on a young member of the 
auxiliary forces. Rapidly putting the sub- 
ject into a state of hypnosis the youth was 
told by Ash that he was in the drillroom of 
his regiment. At the word of command he 
stood at attemtion, and went through the 
actions of loading his rifle and firing. 


Drives Car in His Mind. 

On being told that he must drive his co} 
onel’s automobile, the audience being ae 
sured he never had driven one, the youth 
gat in the-chair, pulled imaginary starting 
levers, worked unseen pedals, and occaston- 
aly made a movement as if sounding 6 
warning horn. Hypnotism, Ash said, was a 
great power which could be used with ad- 
vantage if due care is taken, but it em 
phatically was not the thing for an amateur 


to trifle with.

Lake Michigan parks and boulevards are 


A fairy park out in the lake, with en- 
trancing drives and speedways and other 
evidences of an esthetic public taste, is 
not to be condemned. To an extent it 
will at times relieve the congestion in the 
loop and add to the measure of municipal 
pride, but it will not wholly remove the 
complaints and fill the cup of happiness of 
those whose progress is blocked in dirty 
thoroughfares or who are toiling home- 


ous citizens, reclining at ease in the shade 
of distant boulevard foliage, may hypno- 
tine themselves into the belief that this, is 


smoke. bearing wind is not sou’ by sou’- 
west—but the thrifty housewife rescuing 
the family washing from the falling soot, 
or the incautious householder floundering 
amid floating wooden blocks and extricat- 
ing himself from highway morasses, sings 
a different song. 

Beauty of every description is much to 
be sought and greatly to be prized. It 
is so desirable in fact that every reason- 
able measure of attaining beauty should 
be encouraged. Beauty is such an ele. 
ment of happiness that the people who 
miake the lawe and the officere who are 
elected and paid to -enforee them should 
not scruple to see that the laws of beauty 
ate ettictly regarded. Smoke is the de 
stroyer rather than the concomitant of 
beavty, as the statute rules, hence the 
citizen who puts up a chimney in defiance 
of established principles and afflicts the 
‘atmosphere with its sooty outpourings ie 
‘the enemy of beauty and the direct foe of 
the Commercial] association in its esthetic 
moments. Il] paved and dirty streets are’ 
not to be accounted the promoters of 
beauty, and a system of transportation 
which a Moro would blush at is hardly in 
line with truly esthetic principles. There- 
‘fore it might be advanced as a beanty 
argument that uvti]l, Chicago at home is 
purified of its shanibest offenses Chicago 
in the suburbs or out in the lake may j 
be respectfully requested to possess its 
soul in patience. : 

The Commercial association is a’ great 
factor for the promotion both of utility 
and beauty. It is composed of men who, 
have the welfare of Chicago constantly at 
heart. It spends. its money freely for 
thé good of Chicago and it deprecates 
everything not plainly conducive to the 
city’s interests. It is earnestly endeav- 
oring to make a city beautiful and will 
eventually succeed in so doing. Just how 
soon this happy condition will be reached 
must depend to a considerable extent on 
atized and practical ‘effort. A col- 
lection of new idols side by side with the 
old and unecrubbed household gods would 
not, however, seem to assure a. continuity 
of harmonious _beauty. 


THE SALTON: SEA. 
The overflow of the Colorado river into 
the depression known as the Salton sink 
has been stopped. The engineers in 
charge are by no means certain that the 
water will not break its way through the 
‘dam, as the latter does not reach bedrock. 
But while the engineers are congratulet- 
ing themselves upon at least a temporary 
success, a doubt'is arising in some minds 
whether the Salton , in place of the 
Salton sink, is such a bad thing after al). 

This region, lying below the level of 
the sea, was for a long time an arid 
desert. Irrigation made a part of it suit- 
able for agriculture, although the lowest 
part was valuable only for the salt beds 
there. But since a great lake bas covered 
the ancient desert a remarkable modifica- 
tion of climate has been noticed. Al!) 
through Arizona, New Mexico, and Texas 
there has been a heavy rainfal! during 
this last year, and it has been attributed 
to the clouds formed by evaporation from 
the Salton sea. Thier evaporation will 
soon render the area covered by the sea 
a desert again unless water is allowed to 

it from the Colorado river equa! in 
bulk to the amount evaporated. Those 
who believe the sea responsible for the 
rainfall in the dry southwest wish meas- 
ures taken to prevent the sea from de- 
creasing, although they are willing that 
its increase should be checked. They say 
that the railroad and the settlers have 
adapted themselves to the present circum- 
stances and that no harm will be done 
any one by preserving the Salton sea, and 
they believe great good will result. 

The fallacy in the argument is that it 
has not been absolutely proved that the 
two admitted facts, the formation of the 
Salton sea and the increased rainfall, have 
the relation of cause and effect. While 
the southwest has been usually dry, heavy 
rains have fallen at long intervals. The 
copious rains in western Kaneas at one 
time led thousands of settlers there who 
were afterward obliged to abandon their 
farms because of long continued drought. 
The rains In Arizona and New Mexico 
this year may be accidentally coincident 
with the new sea. Heavy rains fell also 
in the extreme sortheast of the country, 
thousands of miles from the Salton sea 
and probably beyond ite sphere of in- 
fluence. 

The only proof or disproot of the con- 
tention of the advocates of the Salton sea 
would be the experience of years. If the 
sea dries up no one will/ever know what 
it might have accomplished. If arrange- 
mente are made for prgserving it, say for 
three or four years, the copious rain- 
fall czeurs every year, it may safely be 
considered more that a coincidence. It 
“would be an interesting experiment. If 


that fhere was no regular increase of 
rainfall during the time that the sea was 
kept up to its present level it could then 
be allowed to dry up and no harm would 
have resulted from the delay of a few 
yeara The possibilities balance thus: no 
chenge of climate, no harm done; rainy 
days in place of eternal sunshine, a gain 
of millions of dollars.

EVENING CLOTHES AND APPETITE. 

In the absence of more thrilling topics 
the London preése is now gravely discuss- 
ing “the:-question of dressing for dinner. 
It appears, according -to the, Lancet, that 
elaboraté preparation for the evening meal’ 
has a hygienic as well'as ab esthetic side, 
and that “appetite is greatly stimulated 
by a change of clothes.”” For those who 
have sufficient appetite without going to 
the trouble of dressing up other whole- 
some and potential reasons are doubtless. 
held in reserve. 

Dressing for dinner may be said to de- 
pend somewhat on circumstances and con- 
ditions. There are those whe regard 
evening clothes as necessary an adorn- 
ment to the dinner table as anything that 
may be-supplied by the mistress of the 
mansion, and who would as soon think of 
going without dinner as of appearing at 
table in the garb of the office. And there 
are others of not inferior position who 
look upon forma! preparation for a fam- 
ily meal as inexcusable idiocy which 
should be governed by legislation. Of this 
protesting class it may be said either that 
the members have their appetites with 
them at all times, ordhat they have not 
heard how greatly the appetite is stimvu- 
lated by a change of apparel. And it may 
be presumed that while they would not 
be moved in the smallest degree by an 
appeal to the esthetic nature they might 
attach no small importance to a hygienic + 
suggestion looking to the increase of ap- 
petite. 

There are few women who do pot “ fix 
up a bit” before sitting down at table, 
yet it would be absurd to assert that they 
are governed in this matter by appetite 
promotion, or other hygienic reason. . And 
as women are constantly adorning them- 
selvee or endeavoring to enliance the ef- 
fect of their personal charms thie argu- 
ment cannot be effectively used to stimu- 
late man in.the way he should go. In 
short, until the right of suffrage and other 
privileges confer on women the power to 
reguiate masculine attire at table men 
will be divided as to the burning question 
of dressing for dinner. 

Of course the man who does not possess 
the conventional evening clothes, either by 
reasom of poverty or hostility, may pro- 
mote his appetite by exchanging one busi- 
nese suit for another. If he is hale and 
bearty, with the appetite of a farm hand, 
defying at onee both hygiene and estheti- 
cism and abhorring all unnecessary exer- 
cise before eating, he is a hopeless propo- 
sition and may be classed among the in- 
curables. Let him wallow im darkness 
and revel in ignorance. But for the man 
who would eat with great relish and with- 
out the customary and deleterious liquid 
bracer, let him give heed to the Lancet 
aud dine—if not esthetically, at least hy- 
gienically. On this point the tailors are 
upenimous.

THE BASEBALL TRUST. 

The basebal] season is ended. The play- 
ers have scattered to their homes to await 
the #pringtime with its training trips ana 
jts preparation for the contests of an- 
other summer. Around the fire the games 
of .1906 are being fought over ap the 
lighter features of the sport afford mate- 
rial for. stories. The clubowners are lay- 
ing their plans for strengthening their 
equipment, It is the dull season in the 
kingdom of baseball, 

There is a new subject for discussion 
now, for a player bas commenced a suit 
against a clubowner with the idea of 
bringing out some of the facts connected 
with the “system.” He alfges that the 
great national game is in the hands of a 
trust, and that, too, one of the most pow- 
erful of all such combinations. It is said 
that players aré “bought” and “ sold,” 
that men of ability are declared “ out- 
laws” by a commission, and tha: a few 
men control the situation In snch a way 
that, except with their pleasure, a skillful 
player cannot exercise his powers as ap 
athlete. It is said the oil trust, the beef 
trust, the theatrical trust, or ary other 
sort of truet never was so tyrannical as 
the baseball trust. 

There have been other attacks upon or- 
ganized baseball, but they have not been 
of much effect. No one has cared to in- 
vest the necessary money te make a fight. | 
Yet there have beep many cases bronght 
to the notice of the public during recent 
years which have given the impression of 
the existence of a pretty compact system, 
which has dictated where a player shall 
take part in the game, and,.as a conse- 
quence, the amount of salary he shall re- 
ceive. In case he declined the terms 
offered there were but two possibilities. 
One was. to quit the field of professional 
baseball and go into some other business. 
The other was to “jump” to some “* out- 
law” club with the attendant disgrace of 
having his pame on a “ blacklist”’ from 
which he could not have it removed ex- 
cept on payment of a fine. Sometimes 
even that was denied him. 

There is another side to the matter, 
however. Clubownere are willing to pay 
large sums for the “ purchase” of a good 
player, because of this power of compul- 
sion. They are able to pay large salaries 
for six months’ work, which often far 
exceed what the player conld possibly 
make in any other line of business in a 
year. They are able to afford large out- 
lays for grand stands and grounds. They 
are protected against dishonorable players 
who sometimes break contracts with slight 
ecompunction. The history of baseball re- 
veals the difficulties and discouragements 
which have beset the men who have built 
up the game until] it has become a busi- 
ness affording opportunity for good finan- 
cial returns, There are some features of 
the “system” which are objectionable. 
But any one who has followed the game 
closely for a generation will remember 
many occurrences which suggest the like- 
Hihood that the destruction of the powers 
which have become centered in the so- 
called national commission will be for the 
player another case of killing the goose 
which laid the golden egg. In other 
words, while there may be some real 
grievances from the players’ standpoint, 
their returns from faithful, conscientious 
performance of duty under their contracts 
are ordinarily so great that they should 
be glad of the restrictions which enable 
the owners to pay good salaries and stil] 
make something themselves. 


WOMAN’S INFLUENCE IN POLITICS. 

The women who “fought for their 
rights” at the doors of parliament a few 
days ago and were carried away shrieking 
and struggling in the clutches of police 
men may well consider their experiences 
as contrasted with the fortunes of their 
more diplomatic and more efficient sisters. 
When so valiant a Briton as Dr. Maguire 
declares openly that England is a “ petti- 
coat ridden country ” he evidently hase not 
in mind the women who are seeking the 
right of suffrage but the more favored of 
their sex who pull tie strings that con- 
trol the government. 

‘Much has been said at one time or an- 
other in reference to the hand that rocks 
the cradle; and in all civilized nations: 
the influence of woman has been properly 
recognized by orators and poets.. But it 
might be protested by the Englishwoman 
of this decade that while the Bngland 
of Edward VII. is ae much controlled by 
women as the England of Charles Il. or 
the.

No more striking vent of the altered rela- 
tions of Russia and France could be found 
than In the announcment that the president 
of the republic has signed a decree pardon- 
ing and restoring to liberty tae Polish stu- 
dent Berezowski, who in July, 1867, was sen- 
tenced to death by the French courts for his 
unsuccessful attempt upon the life of Alex- 
ander Il. during the latter’s visit to Paris, 
It may be remembered that he shot at the 
czar when the latter was driving back from 
the races with Napoleon IIL., that the French 
ruler threw himself forward in the 
to shield his imperial guest, but that tie 
bullet found its billet in the horse of Na- 
poleon’s equerry, who, catching sigat of the 
Pole’s pistol, had the presence of mind to 
spur his charger into a@ leap beside the car- 
riage, 60 as to shield the imperia)] occupants 
from danger. Berezowski was condemned 
to death, his sentence being subsequently 
commuted to imprisonment for life In the 
penal colony of New Caledonia, where he has 
been confined ever since. He was defended, 
it may be remembered, by a young lawyer 
of the name of Floquet, who distinguished 
himself during the trial by shouting out 
“Long live Poland!" This was never for- 
gotten in Russia, and sadly interfered after 
the fall of the empire with the political pros- 
pects of this clever statesman, who presided 
for a time at the chamber of deputies, and 
although not a swordsman, fought a san- 
guinary duel with Gen. langer, almost 
killing the latter by a sword thrust in the 
neck. 

There have been repeated demands made 
by the liberal party in France for the libera- 
tion of Berezowski, who is now a feeble and 
frail old man, entirely harmless; but until 
now no cabinet and no president have ven- 
tured to conform to popular sentiment in 
France in the matter, for fear of giving 
offense to Russia.: Neither Falliéres, tor 
the new premier, George Clemenceau, will, 
however,. permit themselves to be deterred 
any longer by such considerations, and or- 
ders have been sent to restore the man to 
liberty. 

It may be timely to recall here that, in the 
belief of many Frenchmen and non-Ger- 
mans, Berezowski was prompted to make 
his attempt on the czar’s life by unscrépulous 
secret agents of Bismarck, who was anxious 
that the visit of the czar to Napoleon III. 
should prove a failure, and that it should not 
lead to any alliance between the two mon- 
archs. Whether there be any truth in this 
story or not, the fact remains that tals at- 
tempt on the life of the czar at Paris served 
in a signal way the policy ofBismarck. for 
it soured Alexander against France, and 
caused him in the war of 1870, three years 
Jater, to turn a deaf ear to her entreaties for 
either assistance or for intervention; and not 
merely to manifest friendly neutrality, but 
even to accord moral] support to the cause of 
Germany. 

Berezowski became Intimate with Roch- 
fort and the other leaders of the commune 
insurrection whose death sentences had been 
commuted to penal servitude in New Cale- 
donia, and every one of them, since their 
return to France after the proclamation of 
the amnesty, have been laboring without 
interruption for his liberation, which has at 
lengta been granted, almost too late for him 
to enjoy the sweets of freedom.

Saved His Life Three Times in. Battle. 

Three times battle did-“a bullet strike Yeremi’s 
lueky kopeck, and each time his life was saved. At the 
first assault at Plevna he wore it suspended from his 
neck by a string. A’ Turkish bullet struck it and it 
deflected the bullet from his heaft. At the second 
assault on the Grivitza-redoubt he had the kopeck in- his 
pocket. A second time it turned aside a bullet which 
would have shattered his leg. The kopeck saved his life 
a third time in camp before Constantinople im those 
weeks of waiting when Gen. Ignatief’ was compelling 
the Turks to. sign the humiliating peace of San Stefano 
—@ peace which Burope rejected and altered at the 
congress of Berlin. 


After the war Yeremi received his discharge, having ~ 


served his full time under the colors. He returned to. 
Riga, where he had some little property. He went into’ 
business in 4 small way as a naval supply contractor. 
He prospered, until one day he lost his Ineky kopeck. 
That night his Rouse and all fe possessed burned dawn.

The single alarm note then grew into a-prolonged 
alarm cry, varying in vehemence and pitch according 
to the kind of bird, and as it would generally be uttered 
in the vicinity of the nest the @edgiings would become 
acquainted with H aS suggesting to theni the presence 
of an enemy. In due course it would be reproduced 
and perpetuated, and in this way each race of birds 
would evolve ite own arbitrary an@ practically exclusive 
danger cry. 

This can be seen in some of the birds today when 
they utter their alarm signal many times in succession, 
as fear intensifies emotion. The blackbird gives a rat- 
tling alarm which ie constituted of repetitions of one 
cry. As the peril increases, the notes become more fre- 
quent, some acute, and considerably higher in pitch. It 
is not improbable that all alarms awwhich consist of a 
note repeated many times were evolved in a similar way. 

Birds’ battlegrounds helped in the development of the 
fear cries. The avian warcry of defiance, the confused 
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noise of battle, the shout of triumph, the shriek of suf- 
fering filled the primeval wood with a tumult of sounds. 
Even now chanticleer invariably crows when he has 
beaten a rival, as well as when he challenges to single 
combat. The king bird when attacking the lordly eagle, 
and the snowbird when quarreling over food, larks and 
buntings when struggling for a fine nesting place, the 
robin when provoked by the song of a rival singer, all 
cry out in notes more or less discordant. 


* * 
Lark Sings on the Battlefield. 

Some birds lke the crested lark and the wren sing 
on the battlefield and chant to’ the stroke of beak and 
claw. A blackbird, after beattng a cat away from the 
fledglings, celebrated its victory with a song. Some 
birds have specific call notes, which are adaptations of 
the danger signal used to express hunger or secure help. 

The simplest bird songs consist more or less Of repe- 
titions of call notes or of’alatm and call notes inter- 
woven with additional uttefalices in a musical phrase. 
This is evident to every one that has an ear to hear in 
fleld and copse-and sunny glade. The ringed plover 
doubles its call; the lesser Spotted weodpecker iterates 
its meager metallic unmodulated “ krick, krick”; the 
green finch and bulfinch repeat their common call note.

After that was erected he killed more lavishly than 
before. Perhaps out of a brood of 2,000 chickens hatched 
out of his magnificent incubators he Would save 1,700 
until they became “spring chickens.” Then, going over 
them carefully, he would, pick out perhaps twenty-one 
hens and three cockerels deemed the most perfect and 
save them. Every breed was kept in large pens, run- 
ways, and open fields.

Life in Great Federal Prison: 
Little World Within Itself. 


N aristocracy, a middie ‘class, 
and a low class existing in the . 
modern penitentiary is a con 
dition to shock the layman ap a first 
thought. That a great prison may be- 
come a great republic under the strictest 
military discipline, may be another shock 
scarcely less strange in its unexpectedness. 

But in the great United States federal 
prison at Leavenworth, Kas., a new republic 
within a republic has been founded within 
the last few years, ahd under a military 
régime of the strictest order the individual 
man for at least once in hie life has oppor- 
tunity to work out his own destiny—within 
But when he has worked out 
this destiny for himself In prison life and is 
released to the wider republic, it is the hope 
of the prison régime that he will carry with 
him for all,time the lessons of his duty and 
obligations to the world of Nberty and free- 
dom. 

Robert. Wilson McClaughry is the founder 
of this small republic on the basis of equal 
rights to all men equally deserving, whether 
the man be, high or low. That “ equal op- 
portunity ” of the socialist theory is real- 
ized here. It is accomplished fact. In this 
accomplishment, too, the old popular idea 
of a penitentiary as a dark, nolsaome prison 
of wall and: steel, striped uniforms, and the 
mill of the lockstep, has gags into barbarian 


history.

Offenders of All Types.

Three milee to thé southeast of this federal 
prison is the Fort Leavenworth military pris- 
on, with its 700 military offenders .ynder sen- 
tence. But in the federal prison today are 
thirty-eight military prisoners, heidi there for 
a greater safety or because in the conduct of 
the federal prison some of these men are 
valuable economically to the civil prison. 
Twenty-four of these military prisoners are 
white and fourteen are colored. In the mill- 
tary roster under Warden McClaughry are 
some army motables under the rank of colonel. 

There is Capt. George W. Kirkman, with one 
of his two yeare’ sentence served. His work 
in the prison library, where he shows wide 
literary knowledge, is appreciated to the full. 
His half brother, Lieut. Hugh Kirkman, ac- 
cused with him of embegalement and with a 
year and a half yet to serye, is an assistant 
to the gdvernment architect, efficient and 
valued there.

Army Officers in Jail. 

Lieut. Homer Lewis, convicted of embezzle- 
ment and sentenced for two years, has served 
six monthe of the time in the office of the 
prison physician, losing neither day nor hour 
of his “good time” commutation of sen- 
tence. 

An erect, stocky figure of a man In the 
blue cleth suit of the trusty, moving indus- 
triously in and out of the machinery plant in- 
tent upon his work, ie Lieut. 8. 8. Burbank, 
who has six months of his year’s sentence to 
serve, his bigamous shortcoming 
Philippine service causing his fall. | 

This materially great prison will have capa- 
city for 1,500 prisoners, or more on cémple- 
tion. Inside the brick walis, from thirty-one 


- to thirty~six feet above the prison yard levels, 


are sixteen acres of ground. Heating and 
lighting, and refrigerating plants are within 
the walis. The brick kilns and the brick- 
making machines-for prison masonry are 
there. Stone forall building: purposes is quar- 
ried from the prison reservation, a mileaway, 
and sdwed, and cut, and shaped from:prison 
‘bite prints. <Brison labor everywhere fs used 
for prison needs, the ranks of the workers, 
however, directed everywhere” by ‘citizen 
superintendents.

through the “ breaking” process-of punish- 
ment and every cause for the prison govern- 
ment to guard against the most desperate of 
intriguing men determined upon escape. The 
first and only great object lesson given to 
Warden McClaughry was In the beginning of 
the prison structure itself. 

It was in November, 1901, that 338 prisoners 
were working in a stockade of wooden boards, 
daying the foundations of the present gtruct- 
ure, It was necessary to march th men 
every morning from Fort Leavenworth, three 
miles away, and to march them back at night. 
In titis necessity lay a hundred dangers: 
Chief of these were the sudden fogs that 
covered the hills and valleys andthe blinaing 
storms of snow that swept in from the north- 
west without an hour's warning. And al- 
ways, because ofthe broken nature of the 
country, there was opportunity for men to 
drop out of line, or chance for a desperate 
half hundred to takeall risks ina } sudden bolt 
for liberty. 


One Notable Escape. 

On this particular Novembér day ,the only 
possible warning of mutiny lay in the fact 
that officers of the prison had recognized 
uneasineis and restlessiess among certain 
of the prisoners. About 4 o'clock that after- 
noon it became necessary for a squad of these 
men to report at one of the guardhouses for 
instructions. Ringleaders in the outbreak 
were in it and under cover of the building 
they sprang upon the guards, took away 
their weapons, and holding the guards fe 
front of them, marctied upon another guard 


house, taking the guards’ arms and other’ 


‘weapons’ whith ‘were’ stored ‘there: « Connty- 
ance. with a map on the outside had led to 
poe. secreting of ‘heavy revolvers in a coal

weerions in hant “six mén in the con- 
épiracy charged’ the board fence, breaking 
through. 

“AL this point.in the yatd the ground level 
drop to its lowest until they were out of 
8 of gsome'‘of the other guards, One man, 
howéver, opéned fire on the gang as they 
went through the fence, killing one and 
wounting several thers. Outside was an- 
other.guard. and thé escaped men fired on the 
hotise, killing one man and paralyzing an- 
other with a bullet across the back of his 
neck. Weapons here were confiscated, the 
weapons in the coal were found, and the 
squad beattered toward the highrolid.

Heroism of Glenn McClaughry. 


Glénw McClaughry, a young son of the war- 


‘den’s, heard the firing anid ran toward it. 


He Saw the hole in the fence atid as he ran- 
toward it he.picked up a heavy revolver 
dropped by one of the escaping men. He did 
not know if it was loaded or empty, but he 
crouched jn the hole in the stockade and held 
a rush-of other prisoners back until the hur- 
rying guards from other stations in the stock- 
ade came up in reinforcement. 

On the high road the escaped men held up 
every horseman and every driver, dashing 
away in all directions inte the deepening 
dusk. That night a farmer captured five of 
the men in his barn. Others were picked up 
here and there until twenty-one of the es- 
caped twenty-six were returned to prison. 
One of the missing fiveis dead. The others?

tence. How closely guard must be maintained 
was demonstrated by thie man Clark some 
time ago. He was in an isolation cell as a 
punishment for a misdemeanor against prison 
discipline. He should have been breaking 
limestone that was piled in the middle of his 
cell. But the guard outside missed the click 
of his hammer. Some one outside discovered 
that the man was busy with his hands at the 
high grating of his cell and investigation 
discovered .a mark on one of the inch Bes- 
semer steel bare which held him. Sweating 
processes forced from the desperado that he 
had been cutting the bar with a etring of 
woolen yarn raveled from a sock.

The story was doubtedat first, and the man 
was ptt to the proof.

‘Breaking Sens in Solitude.

A blank steel door with only a peephole 
through it shuts off a view of the guard in 
the corridors, There is a bed and all toilet 
necessities in the cell. Also there Is a pile 
of ¢oarsely broken limestone In fhe center

This is a world’s gréat .prison school for 
the undisciplined ones of society. Evidence 
of its work may be seen in’ the fact that 
Warden McClaughry goes into every: nook of 
it among fermerly desperate men, wearing 
no weapons of selfdeféngse, though in the 
hands of hundreds’ of men aré tools with 
which he might be stricken dead at a blow. 

The prigon “ trusty’: is- one of the best 
guardians of warden, ‘deputy, of other offi- 
clal or visitor to the great penal colony. A 
move of one desperate, vengeful.man would 
mean that one, or @dosén, or twenty of these 
trusted prisoners would be upon him in an 
instant. Not one ih a hundred of the men 
who have been promoted from the blue gray 
uniform of the hewcomeér ever*khowingly or 
in control of himself’ puts his suit’ of navy 
blue fin jeopardy. It is his badge of honor, 
among his fellows, ind he weats if in‘con- 
scious pride of the fact that he may work 
anywhere without the nape guard mounted 


over him.

It is a Hard School. 

It !s a great school, but in its least analysis 
it ie @ hard one; Federal justice is slow to 
move for a man when a federal jury has sent 
him to the grim fortress for a fixed term of 
imprisonment. ' 

Looking out from a window In the warden’s 
house at midnight, when the dark is scarcely 
deeper tham the silence, the white light of the 
arc lamps along the great walls and the red- 
der glow from the incandescent bulbs in the 
cellhouges, tler upon tier behind the walls, 
give an impression of restricted life and Ib- 
erty that is not soon forgotten. And ths pic- 
ture is not marred by the fact that before 
dawn has come into the autumn esky three 
trusted prisoners will be turned out of the 
grim gates to find their silent way unattend- 
e@ into the warden’s house, there to begin 
the morning’s mea! and set the house in opder 
before the sleeping family ehall awaketl 

Is this a prison, built for punishment? Or 
is it one of the great educational institutions 
of the United States government? 

NEVER take risks,’ we hear peopie 
6 . say. They are quite wrong. Traveling

There are risks everywhere, and no- 
body is absolutely out of danger. 

But the particular risks referred to are per- 
haps of a business type, which may be ac- 
cepted or rejected at will.

Don’t lie about your goods. Don’t say’ te 
an intelligent merchant who knows some- 
thing about goods that you. have a better 
shoe or a better hat at $248 dosen than any 
other house in the country if you know that 
other houses have the same goods from the 
Same factory. If you know your shoe or 
your hat is the best in the market 
that money can buy, stand up for it. Say 
there are other goods at the fame price 
which are inferior in quality or in style~ 
which is generally the case in all lines of 
go0de—but that your shoe or your hat is as 
g00d as the best of its kind.

As a rule they work on a commission basis.

From the Maxwell Street Socia! Settlement, 
which is social in practice as well as intent, in 
that Tt does not dispense charity, are classes 
in dancing, English, and other things besides 
its social and working clubs. The best teach- 
ers are employed—and those in English four 
times a week-—although the charge is nomi- 
nal. “*Even so, it is in no sense charity,” 
points out Miss Heller,. the head resident, 
‘“‘untess you choose to call any one of the 
great universities charity also. .There are 
few schools that are self-supporting, and we 
are any one of us as much the recipients of 
charity who go to an endowed schoo!).”’

The small (owns usually are hard places 
for the son of the old resident professional 
man to make good in. The people who knew 
him as a boy aré averse to intrusting him 
with important matters. If he is in partner- 
ship with his father he gets discouraged by 
96 per cent of the callers ask for the

him when he was a kid. Taken all in all the 
man who goes back from college to his home 
town with the idea of settling there for life 
has many obstacles to contend with that the 
stranger in the same town never meets. 

But if he goes into business in Chicago or 
New York he finds many others. 

Now, a young man must eat while he is 
getting to the top. Some young men must 
eat who will never get to the top. Theeat- 
ing comes just about as regularly in the 
small town as in the large city. There is not 
so much money with which to buy frills and 
fancy things, but, on thé other. hand, soa 
many rivals are not chasing the dollars that 
are there.

These 
favors, taken in the aggregate, make a big item, for 
it would be hard to find a man in the department 
who has not accepted them.

Graft Adds Much to Salary. 


They go a long way toward giving the average 
policeman a salary much in advance of the city’s 
remuneration for his vigil for lawbreakefs and in a 
manner explain why the bluecoats, after a few years’ 
service on the force, can own a modest home without 
mortgages or other incumbrances. Many of ‘them 
before their time of retirement have become rich or 
well to do, and it would be difficult to figure how 
they save their money entirely out of the $1,000 a 
year that the city pays them. Yet they are men 
against whose honesty no question has been raised, 
and they are respected and trusted by the men whose 
property they are guarding. 

One patrolman, who has been nearly twenty years

Dramatic Criticism 


~ Well Worth While. 
By William Archer. 


Wherever there te a theater there are dra- 
matic critics, and wherever theaters and 
newspapers coexist the dramatic critice find 
in the newspapers their natural medium of 
utterance. Such a univereal phenomenon 
must have a deep sedated reason in human 
nature. If all the dramatic critics in the 
world, convinced of the noxiousness of their 
profession, were tomorrow to enter Trappist 
monastéeries—thus committing a sort of 
" vace suicide ’’ the day after temorrow a 
new race of @ramatic critics would have 
sprung into existence. Criticism, in a word. 
is an inevitable reaction set up by the stim- 
ulus of the work of art. 

“ Granted,”’ it may perhaps be said, * that 
dramatic criticiem is inevitable, the question 
remains whether it showld be regarded as a 
good thing or as a necessahy evil." No doubt 
there is a great deal of ignorant and foolish 
writing about the drama, as there is, I un- 
derstand, about art and about music—as 
there certainly is about literature. It is pos+ 
sible that the fascination of the theater and 
the apparent possibility of dispensing with all 
technical knowledgé may lure into dramatic 
criticism more than the average amount of 
incompetence. But thai dramatic criticism 
may be, and has often been of great value 
to dramatic Hterature 1 entertain ho manner 


of doubt.

Ite practical helpfulness to actors is per- 
haps more dubious. An or ie what he ts 
ané@ Goes what he can @o; he cannot change 
his personality, and he can seldom ‘iniearn 
what he may have learned amiss. Thus, 
except ip rare instances and in points of de- 
tail, hie art can »enefit but ‘Ittle by even 
the acutest criticism. Yet what actor whois 
capable of sincerely examining his own mind 
will assert that he would willingly dispense 
with the encouragement (not to mention the 
possible business value) of a “ good notice "? 
Perhaps there are some actors (and I am the 
last to blame them) who have really. the 
strerfgeth of mind to abstain altogether from 
reading criticisms. Perhaps, too, there are 
some ald actors so sated with praise (which 
they feel to be often ignorant) as to take 
ao more pleasurein it. But the vast majority 
of the profession instinctively realize that 
criticism, Uke applause, te, as I have said, a 
natural reaction set up by the stimulus of 
the work of art, and would sadly miss that 
reaction if it failed them.

As for the business value of criticism, what 
sane manager, author, or actor would really 
desire it to cease altogether? Certainly there 
is a@ great deal of harmful babble about the 
theater, but the greater part of it is not and 
does not pretend to be criticiem.

A few weeks ago one Sunday morning saw 
twenty special trains leave Chicago for St. 
Louis, and most of these trains ea d, in 
addition to the coaches, sleeper, and baggage 
cars, café cars In which the Thespians might 
recreate themselves en route. 

Such is the difference between the then ard 
now in the show business, yet once in awhile 
somebody will arise and call for the good 
old palmy days. The rational actor who has 
seen them both casts his vote in favor of the 
present. 

~~ 

A striking proof of the truth of the allega- 
tion that the living, breathing present is @ 
great deal better than the palmy days when 
they were at thelr palmiest was furnished to 
the theatrical profession only the other day. 

One of the. best known managers In the 
business is Metville B. Raymond. He has 
made a lot of money,.has lost it, and made !t 
again. This season he started with the man- 
agement.of .Williams and Walker, Master 
Gabriel in “ Little Jack Horner,” the Gorman 
minstrels, and several other attractions. 

The prolonged hot weather that sent #0 
many. attractions to the hayen of the ware- 
houses this season caught Gorman’s min- 
strels in a little town in New York and ¢trand- 
ed them there. They had to give a concert 
by permission of the mayor in the town 
square to gét railroad fares back to New 
York. Master Gabriel and Billy Clifford quit 
“Tittle Jack Horner,” and Williams and 
Walker, dissatisfied with Raymond for some 
reason or another, had their show placed in 
the hande of a receiver. 

The managers and actors consumed many 
dollars’ worth of time talking about what 
had happened to Raymond. They all knew 
that Raymond had had narrow squeezes be- 
fore and would have them egain, and that he 
eventually would come out of the scrimmage 
on top, but they gave much of their time and 
conversation to a discussion of the strange- 
ness of a show stranding. 

a 

Yet what is now regarded as the anusual 
and the 6dd thing was the expected and the 
matter of course occurrence back tn the good 
old palmy days. Managers whose memories 
run back farther than the year of the Chicago 
world’s fair estimate that for the one strand- 
ing that occurs now there were @ score tn 
the old days. Walking the ties wae a form of 
exercise that was really. practiced much 
oftener than one would think. The old sto- 
ries about. Uricle Tom going to work in a 
livery stable while Little Eva secured a posi- 
tion as waitress after the “ bust up” had a 
lot of truth In them. Shows were sent out 
*ith insufficient capital. Wildcatting was 
general. There was no such a thing as order- 
ly, systematized routing. Managers went out 
and took a chance with the railroads, hed 
their people carried on the value of their bag- 
gage, \eft towns with all sorts of debts un- 
paid, and generally lived and had their being 
as sterling exponents of uncertain finance.

rhe conditions today are vastly different. 
These are not called palmy days, but it is 
JiMicult to see why they are not much more 
pleasant days to live in. Shows strand now, 
of course, but in nothing like the old numbers. 
Almost every actor has money coming to 
him now from some manager who has been 
eonnected with an unfortunate venture, but 
for every dollar owed now fifty were owed in 
the palmy days. In_the old days it is of 
record that some actors were paid fn food 
and second hand clothing. Now the lowliest 
of them gete some money. in the palmy 
days if an actor fell sick in a town he was 
dependent absolutely upon strangers, who in 
most caséee were prejudiced against player 
folk. If be becomes ill now there are or- 
ganizations to care for him. If he dies he is 


buried decently.

His season is longeT now than it used to be.
